The mail has begun to come in on Pa y TV and 
the a rgument simmers down to this: if you can 
get som ething for nothing, why pay for it? Some 
day that Pay TV will make so much money that 
Advertising TV will a ltog ether go out of existence. 
Others sa y that Pa y TV will be so much better 
than Advertising TV tha t the poor will g et noth­ 
ing but the left-overs. Still others make the argu­ 
ment that thing s are good as they are, tha t they 
like the commercials, and tha t it is only fair to 
listen to them since otherwise there would be no 
programs. They are even g ra teful to the sponsors 
despite the jingles. 
The magazine “ Broa dca sting ” sent me a study 
it hail made in 10 cities which esta blishes that 
33.4 per cent wa nt Pa y TV; 66.6 per cent are 
a g a inst Pay TV. The a na lysis is interesting and 
conta ins considerable data about TV ta stes but 
it is inconclusive as such surveys are bound to be. 
Only one procedure can be conclusive in our com­ 
petitive system and that is to permit Pay TV and 
Advertising TV to exist sim ulta neously and to 
compete a g a inst each other and to see which one 
\yins in the long run. 
A fter all, Advertising TV exists sim ulta neous­ 
ly with the movies and is reputed to be the cause 
for the financial difficulties in which the movies 
find themselves. Pa rticula rly troublesome to the 
movie industry is 
te fact that the large produc­ 
ing companies sold their old films to televisió n 
companies which are showing them a long with 
advertising. 
Despite the condition tha t the a ction of a i 
story is slowed up while a damsel sm okes a cig a r­ 
ette which is now perfect or an im ita tion doctor 
tell the audience to ta ke som ething for a cold, 
people do like to wa tch these old films and to see 
the sta rs of yesteryea r, with the result tha t they 
sta y home and look. 
This com petition between the home television 
set and the movie thea tre continues in freedom I 
despite the enorrrtous econom ic losses to the mo­ 
tion picture industry. This is the w a y it should be. 
Either TV' or the m ovies will survive or maybe 
both, but it is com petition in a free m a rket which 
will decide the question, not a burea ucra tic agency 
of g overnment. 
TV is in the hands of a governm ent com m is­ 
sion which m akes all the final decisions for it. 
This g overnm ent a g ency, the FCC, is a bureau­ 
cra tic enterprise which has life and dea th pow'cr 
over every phase of the radio and television busi­ 
ness. The question of Pay TV versus Advertising 
TV will have to be decided by the FCC and Con­ 
g ress and those bodies may ta ke into considera­ 
tion many factors, not the least among them be­ 
ing the enormous investment which the networks 
have put into Advertising TV and the large num­ 
bers of persons employed therein.
